Fears, however, are 
etill entertained respecting the King of 
Naples; and if we may credit accounts 
brought in ptivate lettcra, by ihe last 
Hamburgh Mail, the conduct of the 
Urown Prince of Sweden oas become 
so mysterious, as oot only to cxcite 
suspicions among the Allies,^ but to 
render it necessary to appoint a atrong 
division of the Russian Army to watch 
his movements.—T te / defection of 
these Powers, ateuld it actually come 
to that, will prove very iojurioua to tte 
general cause i but we caiioot doubt 
mat every reasonable aaau n ^e will i>e 
given to those whieh may te wavering, 
on account of supposed dangera with 
which they may conceive themselvea to 
te threatened.
